We agreed that I would send you a summary of the informal com- 
ments made on the draft memorandum oa "Future Policy toward 
Cuba" which was discussed fn the Executive Commitice on 


Tuesday, December 4th. 


First, it was generally agreed that there should ba a reorganfzation 
of our machinery for Cuban action, in particular, there secmed ἐδ 
be general cupport for the idea of an Cffice of Cuban Affaira which 
could be public and above board, and which might do a more effective 
job with free Cubens and others concerned with the hopes for post- 
Castro Cuba. You and lagreed after the meeting thet you would 
explore the availability of a particularly well-quzlifled individual to 


head this office. 


With respect to the drift memorandum itself, the following general 
comments were made! . 


ΠΣ, The memorandum (5 correct In recommending that 
no general policy be approved or set in motion until the current 
discussions with the Soviets on Cuba have des veloped somewhat 


further, ae 


2. The proposed action in the OAS should not be framed 
sharply until sce know more clearly what kind of resolution is likely 
to obtain unanfmous or nearly unen{mous support. Our currcat 
posture in the OAS Is eo ctrong that we should not weaken it for 

marginal advantages.
